brought before the public in the new 
world, through the reports of ‘Lord 
Bryce, and of the American mission- 


jeartes in Asia Minor. 


Talaat does not attempt to deny his 
accountability in the matter. It would 
be impossible for him to do so. The 
evidence against him is too damning 
and conclusive, as well as too widely 
known, But it is worth while remem- 
bering that the tragic murder of Crown 
Prince Youssouf-Eddine followed im- 
mediately after a violent scene with 
Talaat, caused by the latter’s announc- 
ing to the heir apparent his scheme for 
the complete extermination of the Ar- 
menians. There is no one at Constantl- 
nople, or for the matter of that, in any 
of the diplomatic chancellories of the 
various European capitals, who enter- 
tains the slightest doubt as to the as- 
sassination of the crown prince by or- 
ders of Talaat and of his confederate 
in crime, Enver Pasha, the murder hav- 
ing been accomplished through the 
treachery of the prince’s private physi- 
cian, who first of all heavily drugged 
his imperial patient and then took ad- 
vantage of his is lt to open 
his veins.

Talaat has succeeded as grand vizier, 
was a man of refined and distinguished 
appearance and bearing; Talaat Pasha 
is a loathsome looking Levantine of the 
worst type, very obese, with a huge pen- 
dulous abdomen, puffy cheeks, and dou- 
ble chin, and shoulders that are broad 
with unwholesome fat, rather than with 
muscle.
